the Carthaginians , for that they ſhall hardly finde a longer Warre, 
nor greater preparations and expence , nor more encounters, nor grea- 
ter diuerfiry of fortune on eyther ſide; For theſe rwo Nations in thoſe 
times lined in their lawes with meane wealth and equall forces. Where- 
fore if we ſhall conſider the Forces and Empire of theſe two Cirties, we 
cannot ſo well make a Compariſon by the other ſubſequent Warres as 
by this. But that which hath moſt incited me to write this Warre , was The blame of 

A for that Ph:linss and Febizs, who are eſteemed to haue written well, Phlixand Fc 
haue in my Opinion ſtrayed too much fromthe truth : Yet I would 'nor 4Hitoric: 
taxe them to haue done it maliciouſly,'contidering their life and inrenti. © 
on: Bur I conceiue, the affetionwhich they beare vnto their Countrey- 
men, hath deceiued them after the manner of Loyers.

mans. When the Spring came, Tenca ſent an Embaſſic to the Romans 
to treate a peace, the which in the end ſhee obtained vpon theſe con- 
ditions. That ſhee ſhould pay them a yeerely tribute, and rhart ſhee 
ſhou'd leaue all Sclavoz14, except ſome petty places : Andas for that 
which concernes the Grecians, ſhee might not fayle beyond 1/ſe, bur 
onely with two ſhips without any furniture of Warre, During theſe 
actions Poſt hummus lent an Embaſſie to the Cheins and Etoliens, to ad- 
uertiſe them of the cauſe of the Warre, and of the Rowans voyage by 
Sea : And tolet them. yndciſtand what they had dene, and to reade 
the condicious gf the peace, Who zfter they had obeyed the Conluls 
commaund, anFhad beepe well receiued by theſe two people, they re- 
turned againeto Corfue;the Cittis of Greece being thtn freed from teare 
by this accord made wth the 14irians.

Written incredible things: And to the end he might ſhew his ignorance, 
he hath not obſerued that the Acheinsat the ſame time did not the like 
vato the Tegeates, whom they tooke in bartell : For if-the cruelty of 
the CAcheins had beene the cauſe thereof, there is no'doubt bur the 
Tezeates had ſuffered in like manner. Bur ſeeing that this. Rigour fell 
oncly yppon the Mantiviens, itis apparent thatthe cauſe of their chol- 
ler was diuers. Moreouer, this ſame Hiſtoriographer tells vs , .that 
Ariftomacus the Argine , of anoble Family, and of an auncient Ty- 
ranticall Race, was Tyrant of Argos, -who being taken by Antigenas 
and the Acheips, and brought to Cenchrea, hee ſuffered the moſt yn- 
iuſt Death that euer man indured. : 

He makes him moreouer (as it is his cuſtome) ro caſt out lamentable 
cries, the night that he was ſtrangled : And thatthe neighbours terri- 
fied partly with the cruelry , and partly deſirous to know what it was, 
ſome of them wonderfully incenſed ranne thither, He alſo ſets downe 
other effeminatethings , which we will leaue for the preſent, beeing 
content with that which we haue here related. For my part I conceiue 
that if 4r:ſomacus had done no other thing againſt the Arbeins , but 
tofurnerhe Common-weale into ruine, and the liberty of the Country 
into Tyranny , that he hath worthily deſerued very great puniſhment, 
Although that this gentle Hiſtoriograph 'oUs tO attribute great 
glory vnto him, and to begge pieey tro the Auditors, by a comme.

Army. The aduantages which the Romans had , were abundance of

When as <Antiiochus had buried the dead, hee returned into his 
Countrey with his Army. As for Prolomy, hee preſently recouered 
Raphia, with che other Citries, fo as the people conrended who ſhould 
preucat his neighbour, in yeilding firftvarothe King. 'Inſuch events 
euery man ſtriues to apply himſelfe yntotherttme. lristrue, tharthe 
people of that Countrey are borne and inclined ro imbrace the ns” # 
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of the preſent time.But for aſmuch as the people had-a ſpecial deuorion 
to The Kings of Alexandria , what they then did was held iuſt and'rea+ 
ſonable. The people of. baſe Syrria baue alwaics affeed this royall 
Houſe. And therefore they honoured Prolomy , with Flowers , Sa- 
crifices, Altars, and ſuch like things. When as A#iz85hwe was come 
to the Citty , which is called by his owne name, he preſently ſent his 
Autiorbus [ends Nephew CAntipater with Theodore Hermioly in Embaſheto Prolomy, to 
—_— demaunda peace of him : For withourdoubt hee feared his forces, 
_ _ neither did hee much relie ypon his owne ſouldiers, confidering the 
lofſe which hee had lately made. Hee likewiſe doubted that Achens A 
might mooue Warre againſt him , conſidering the opportunity of the 
time and occaſion, | 
As for Peolomy , hee thought not of allthis : But becing ioyfull of 
ſagreat a Fortune, which hce expeRed not, holding himſclfe happy 
to cnioy all Syr7/4, hee refuſed not the conditions of peace, So as 
being lull'd aſleepe with this baſe kinde of life, which hee had alwaies 
vicd, his heart was much inclined thereunto. When the Embaſſae 
dours preſented themſelues vnto him , he granted them apcace for g 
F years, after that hee vied ſame proud ſpeeches againſt Aztiochw. To 
An Accords Whom he ſent So63w with thera to confirme the Accord. And after g 
made verwirt hee had ſtayed about ſome three moneths in Sy77i4 and Phevices, and 
Hemet hadgiuen order forthe Cities, leauing the charge of allthoſe places 
to Audromachu Aſpendins , he returned with his fiſter and Friends to 
Alexandris. Onthe other ſide 4»tiochw (after hee had confirmed the 


Accord with Seſibiws , and pacified all things to his liking ) beganne ro 
make preparation for Warre againſt 4chess , according to his firſt Re. 
m— and determination. This was the eſtate of 4/4 at that ſame 
preſent, | 
At the ſametimethe #hodjems raking their occafion from an Earth» 
ar) quake, which alittle before had befalue them, inthe which thegreat 


Colleſſue , with agreat part of the Pipes and Arſenals were ruined, they 
carried theraſclues ſo diſcreetly and wiſely, as this raine did nor ſeeme 
preiudiciall vnto them, but very proficable. Ignorance and ſimplicity 
differs ſo much from Prudence and Induſtry , nor only in a priuare life, 
but alſo in publique Aﬀaires, that caſe and plenty ſeeme ro procurelofſe 
and preiudice torhe one, andaduerſities excuſe the faults and errours 
of the other. The #hodiens made theſe things great and ruineus, and 
laboring to ſent Embaſſadeurstoall places, they did ſo mooue the 
Cittics and likewiſe Kings, as they not onely drew great gifts from 
them, bur they had them in ſuch ſort, asrhey which gaucthem held D 
themſelues beholding vato them.

They report of Hoyatize Cocles,that when he fought againſt two,right 
againſt the Bridge of Tiber before the Citty , and ſeeiriga multitude of 
Enemies cometo ſuccour them, fearing left they ſhould force the Citty, 
hetctired to thoſe that were athis backe, crying out vnto them that 
rhey ſhould breake the Bridge , and in the meane time maintained the 
fight with great courage and reſolution, receiuing manywounds, and B 
frayed the tury of the Enemies : ſo as they wondred nor. {o much at his 
forces, as at his reſolution and colirage. When by the breaking of the 
Bridge the Enemies enterprize was diſappointed , Cocles caſting him- 
ſelfe armed into the River, died according to his reſolution, cſtecming 
more the preſeruationof his Countrey, and hls future glory, then his 
prefenr life , or that which hee had remaining to live. Ir is likely that

When 
as the day following he ſaw the Romans retired to a certaine Hill, ſtrong 
by ſcituation, and rampred:, he deſpaires to take them : Yet making 
his voyage by Dauniaand Brette , hee affailes the neighbourplaces to 
Rheginm ſo ſuddainly, as he hadina manner taken the City : yer heſur- , 
priſcdall thoſe that were ſtragling in the Fields, with a great number of 
. the Rheginou at his comming. In my opinion we ought with reaſon to 
obſcrueat that time the vertue and enuy of the Rowans and the Cartha- 
£inians inthe conduct of the Warre. 
 - Forasallthe World wonders at'Zpewinund as, Generall of the The- 
beizs in this , that when he was come with the Allies of the Warre ro 
Tegee,and was aduertiſed that the Zacedeworians were with their league 
at Hawnrines, allembling there ro give Battaile to the 7Thebeins, hee 
22uc order to his Troupes to feede preſently : By this meanes hee cau- 


Lacedemont®- forth his Army to march inthe Eucning, asit were to recouer ſome con-

munda o 


uenient places to put them in Bartaile. VVhen ke had drawne many in» B 
to this conceite , hee parts toaſlaile the Ciry of Zacedewox, VVYhete 
catring about three houres inthe Night, contraty to all hope, and fin. 
ding it naked and deſtitute of helpe, he tooke it, and Kept it on that fide 
which was paued to the River. As this difaſter happened with a great 
alreration, and that a certaine Fugitiue flying to Hantines, had aduerti- 
ſed King Aggiaxe of that which happened, and that they ofthe league 
made haſte toſuccour Zacedemorn , hce wasout of hope tobee able to 
 keepeir, - But when he had fed neare ymto the Riyer of Ergta, and had 
drawne his Army together, after that he had ſuffered many miſeries 
and dangers, hercturnes to Ae#tines, taking the ſame way, with hope (+ 
to finde it deſtitue and vafurniſhed of Lacedemonians and their league,as 
being gone to ſuccour Lecedemon : the which ſucceeded according ho 
'Wherefore giuing courage ro-the Thebeins, and marching in the 
Night with exex abound tolle;, © hee arrived by noone at CH ant- 
xea., ; being deſtituteand void of ſbecours. 'It is tructhat the 4:bexs- 
4ns-who atthatcime held the party of rhe Lacedemonians , againft the 
Thebeins , were come totheirfuccours, When the foreward of the 
Theheins artiued ar the Temple of Poſſidop, ſtanding ſeucn Furlongs from 
the Towne, it happencdasathing fore-caſt ,' that ar the ſame inſtant 
the_dthenrians ſhewed themſelues ypon a Hill neare to Mantines, whe 55 
| beingdiſcoueredby them which remained' in the Towne , they went

Many conieQure the greatneſle of things by the Circuice : ro whom 
notwithſtanding it ſeemes incredible, thatalthough the City of Me- 
galopolis bee contained within the Circuite of fifty Furlongs, and that 
of Lacedemon within forty cight, yet it is twice as great as thatof 
Megalopels. Andif anyone ( mcaning to make this doubt greater ) 
ſayth , it is poſſible thar a City, or the Pallifadoe of a Campe, 
having the Circyite of forty Furlongs, may bee more ample and 
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compleate then that of a hundred , this will ſcemevnto them a mad 
and extrauagant ſpeech : the cauſe is, tor that wee remember not the 
things which inhumane Diſciplines are delivered vmo vs' by Geome- 
try. This is the cauſe why I haue vadertaken this Diſcourſe, For that 
not onely many people , but alſo ſome of thoſe which goucrne the 
Common-wealc , and likewiſe Commanders and Captainesare ama- 
zed and wonder how ir can: be poſſible, that che City of Lacedemon 
ſhould be greater then thar of Mega/opols, ſecing the circuite is leſle :

The City of Azrages is not onely 
more excellent among many other Citics, buralſo tor the force ofits 4. c;,, .; 
Rarmpire, and for the grace and building. Iris built eighreene Fuclongs ran 
from the Sea, ſo as cuery man may be partaker of her commodities, the 
Walles are excellently fortified by their ſcituation and-the induſtry of 
man. The Wallis ſeated vpona hard andinacceſlible Rocke, as well 
by Nature as by Art, It is enuironed with, Riucrs. For tawards the 
C South runs a Riuer of the Townes name, and on the Weſternepartto- 
wards the Winter Solſtice, pafleth the River of Hyp/e.. The Fortrefle 
is ſeared vponthe ſide of the SummersEaſt. Thewhich hath with 
out an inacceſſible yalley and within it oneapproach tothe Ciry,On the. 
top is buile the Temple of Minerua, and of lupitcr Atabarin, like as: 
at Rbodes. For as 4eragas hath beene peopled by Rogiens,, their God 
with good reaſon hath the ſame name, as at Rhades. Finally the Ciry 
is ately adorned with Temples and Porches. Inregardofthe Tegqs 
ple of 7upizer Olympian, itis none of the moſt ſumpruous': Butlike.

The Wife of Mandenin, the Brother of Anudobale, King of the Zecheteins, had caſt her 
Mardozin, | ſelfe athis fcere, demanding with teares that he would haue a better re- 
ſpe to her honeſty then the Carthaginiens had had, being  moued 
with compaſſion, he demanded of her what neceſſary things ſhe wanted. 

Shee was an aged woman, andcarriedthe ſhew of ſome great Dignity. 
And whenthe held her peace , he callsfor thoſe which hadthecharge 
of the women, who preſenting themſclues, and affirming that the 
Carthaginians 
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Carthazinians had furniſhed the Women with all things neceſſary ; ſhe 
rouching his knees againe , repeated theſame words.

D caſt your eye vpon this Hiftory vwritten by Polybizs, who 
(in the opinion of moſt men of Indgement) hath becne 
held to be very ſincere, and free from malice, affeftion or 
aſſion. And to juſtifie the truth thereof, he proteſts that 
Q was preſent armany of the actions, and receiued the ref? 
from confident perſons who were eye-witneſles, It is a 
gcnerall Hiſtory of his time, of all the warres which paſt 
i in 
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of ſo great a multitude of Men , thcy omitted nothing which they 
thought behoouefull to pacifie their Rage, cauling Corne to be carri- 
ed vntorhem , and all other things neccilary, and to be delivered vn- 
to them at their owne prize. | 

Moreouer the Senate ſcnt Embaſſies often vnto them , promiſing ro 
do according to their commaund, lo as it were in their power * But the 
Souldiers who are now growNne. more inſolent , did forge daily new 
Quartels , percciuing the fcare of the Cartheginians , cipecially for 
that they had bin trayn'd vpin the War of S#cily, and thac the Carthage 


rians nor any other durſt looke vpon them inorder of battel.Wherfore A 


whereas formerly they had made their quarrell , but for the pay that 
was duc, they now demaunded Recompence for their Horſes that 
were {layne, and not content with that, they - pretended there was 
Corne due vnto ther for many yeares, for the which thcy demanded 
payment at a priſe , whereof yatill that day they had ncuer heard them 
ſpeake. Finally they daily pretended new quarrels to enter into War,

forthe moſt Wicked and Mutinous haq the greateſt credite in the 


Army. 

And when as the Carthazinians had made promiſe vnto them, to 
do all things poſſible, in the end they agreed , that for any thing that 
ſhould be doubrtull , they ſhould Refer themſclues to that which the 
Generall ſhould decree, vnder whom they had made War in Sic:ly. 
They did not much aftc&t dmilcar Barca, vnder whoſe charge they 
had bin, for that he came not toſee them during this diſſention, and 
that he had formerly Relinquifht his commaund ouer them of his owne 
motion: Contrariwiſe they all in generall loued Geſcon , who had bin 
their Capraine inS;cily , and who bad intreated them curceouly aſwell 
in all other things, asin their paſſage to £4f7riche ; wherefore he had 
the charge by a common conſcat, Preſently being imbarked with 
Mony, andatiiuingat Tunes , hecalled the Captaines : then he cauſed 


cuery nation to Aſſemble, and blamed ther for their faults paft, and C 


remenſtances admoniſhing them for the preſent , ard giuing thera aduice by a long 
ro the douJticrs ſpeech for the time to come , to continue good friends to the Carthagi,

nians, who had intertayned them ſo long: Finally he perſwades them 
to Reſt ſatisfied with their pay , the which he defired ro diuide among 
the Nations, ; | 

There was by chance a Campanoy in the Army called Spendizs, who 
being lately a ſlaue vnto the Romanes , had fled into Sicily : This was a 
bold and hardy Man, anda good Souldier: Who (fearing that if they 
agrccd with the Carthaginians, he ſhould he Reſtored to his Maiſter,

andthen put to Death according to the Rowan Lawcs)vſcd Audacious D 


ſpceches, and laboured by all meanes to mutine them all, deſiring 
troubles rather then any accord , and Wars then Peace, Morcouer an 
Affricaine called eHatho, a free Man who had beene in the Wars of 
S:cily , for the Carthaginians, feared tobe puniſhed, forthathe had 
much incenſed the Munity , durivg the Diflention« This Maths ioy- 
ning with Sperdizs , drawes together all the Africaines , and Aquiſes 
them to conſider well what they had to doe In this Action , and that 

they 
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they ſhould reſtaſſured , that preſently afrer the Retreare ot rhe other, 
Souldiers , hauing receiued their pay , the Carthaginians would be re« 
uenged wholly vpon them, (J2bouring by this meanes to rerrifie all the 
Africanes with puniſhment) and {or this reaſon they ſhould looke well 
co themfelues. 

The whole Troupe being muck mooued with this ſpeech, and like. 
wiſc for that Geſcow had onely ſpoken of their bare pay , without any 
mention of Recompence for Horſes dead , nor of Corne for ſo many 
yceres , they drew preſently all rogether to conſule of their Aﬀaires: 

A And when as Spendivs and Iatho vied very bad ſpeeches againit 
Geſcon and the Carthagintans, they cafily gaue care ynto them. And 
if any one ſought to thew the contrary , they ad not- the Paticnce to 
heare them, if it were contrary to the opigion of Spendias , but bear 
them downe preſently with ſtones. By this meanes'the Murther was 
great., not onely of Captaynes but of ſimple Souldiers, ſo as there 
was nothing heard in the Army during this Mutiny , but all cryed our 
together, Charge, charge. And althovgh they did this continually,yer 
their fury was greater, when they parted drunke from the Table. By 
this meanes as ſoone as any one crycd Charge, theſtones flew abour,fo 

B asthere was no meanes of Retreate, Wherefore when no Man qurſt 
ipeake any thing inthe Aſſembly , they made choiſe by « general! con- 
ſent of Matho and 5pendims for their Captaines. And although that 
Geſcon ſawthis great trouble and'mutiny in the Campe, yet he defircd 
toprefer the Publicke Vtility beforeall other things: Wherefore (ce- 
ingthat by the mutiny of the'Souldiers increafing daily morcand more, 
the 'Carthaginiens were in great danger , he reſolucd to pacific it, and 
to tryeall meanes wihthe: hazard of his life. | 

One day he called the Heads of the Conſpiracy, another day ſome 
Nation apart , labouring to pacific their fury by prayers and promiles. 

C But for aimuch as they-had not yet recejued the Corne,, which they 
{ayd was due vatotliem,, and that they-quarrelled continually , Geſcow 
deſirous toreſtraine their. contempt', commavnded them to {er downe 
their demaunds-co their:Captaine Aarbs. Arwhich wordsrhe Come 
mons inceated grew ſo inſolent, asthey preſently ſcized vppen all the 
S1luer which was brought-thither for heir pay,laying hold vpon Geſcors 

andthe Carthaginians that were with him, But Maths and Spendrus 
Captaynes of the whole Troupe, thought preſently to commie ſome 
At of great Villany, totheendthatthe War might be the morcin. 
Aimed. And therctorein commending the inſolency of the Souldicrs; 

D they tooke with the Moncy all the baggage of the Carthaginiens, an 
2aue order to ſhut vp Geſcon with all his company, after they hd done 
them many Outrages, 

After this, they made open Waragainſt the Cerrbaginians, with 
the moſt cruel] Conſpiracy-, that euer had beene heard fpeake of yato 
that day. Behold the cauſes of the beginning of this War , made a- 


ſcat Embaſlics to all the people of 4friche moouing them to liberty, ow 
and #CRA! gt. 
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gaiaſt the Souldiers, - which they call LLfſricane. _ gs 


After that CHMatho and Spendimws hid done as wee haue ſayd, they 4fricte by 
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and intreating them to giue them ſuccours againſt the cruelland tyran- 
nous Empire of thc Carihaginiars, who ina manner all found the en- 
rcrprizegood , and icnt Men and Vicualls in aboundance. Andafter 


that the Czptiaines had diuided their Army in two, one part+went to | 


beſiege Biſarthe, and the other Hippoiva, for that they weuld nor 
conſent vnto the Conſpiracy, 'The Carthaginians who had beengaccu- 
ſtomed co feed their families only by Tillage,and to drawrheir pnblicke 
Treaſure from the Tributes of Africte, and moreouer to mannage 
their War by Mercenaries ; being then not ogcly fruſtrated of all thete 
things, but moreouer ſecing they were all turned to their Ruine, found 
thcemfſelucs fuddainly in great difficulties, not knewing which way to 
turne them. And they tound them the more deſperate , for that they 
had hapned contrary to all epinion. 

[tis true, they were in hepe, after they bad beene tyred with tho 
long Wars of S:cily, and had inthe end made a peace with the Ro- 
mans, that they might reſt tor a time, and take breath ; but it ſucceeded 
otherwiſe. Bclecue me, this War ſuddainly kindled , was more dan- 
gerous than the other : For that in the firſt , they did nor fight with the 
Romans but for the Conqueſt of Sicily ; but inthis they were forced, to 
vncergoc the danger for themſclues, for their families and their 
Country. Mereouerthey were vnfurniſhed of Armes, of a Fleete 
at Sea, and of Equipage for ſhipping , for that they had laſt many 


A 


iQ their b2ttels at Sea, They had no more hope of Tributes , nor in 


the (uccours of their friends ang Allics, Finally they faw then what 
difference there was betwixt a Forraine atid Tranſmarine War , 8nd the 
Wutioy of a ciuill ſeditien, of which miſchicfe vadoubtedly they them- 
ſelues were the cauſe; For in their firſt War , they did Lord it ouer the 
people of Afjricke , with too great Tyranny and couctouſneſle, for 
that they were of opinion thcy had good cauſe, ſoasthey leuicd afull 
moicty of all their fruites. They allo doubled the Tributes , and did 
net pardon thoſe which had offended through ignotance. They gaye 
Offices not to ſuch as were milde and gracious, but to thoſe which ug. 
mented the publicke Treaſure, alchough they had tyrannized the peo. 
ple, like vato z74,»0 of whom we haue ſpoken. 

By this meanes it hapned thatthe peeple of 4//ricke ſeemed glad to 
Rcuolte, notonely at the perſwaſion of many , bur at a ſimple We(- 
{cnger. There is nothing moretrue , that euemw the Women of every 
Towne conſpired , for that in former times they had ſeene their Hus- 
bandsand Children led into ſeruitude, for that rhey had not payed the 
Tribute : ſo as they raade no rcferuation of theis goods which they had 
remayning, but morcouer they did contribute their Iewels, (a hard 
thing to belicue) to ſupply the payment ef the Souldiers. By this 


mecanes cAatho and Spendims gathered together fo great a quantity of 


ſiluer , asit was not onely ſufficient to ſatisfie the promiſes which they 
had made to the Souldiers , fromthe beginning of the Confpiracy,bur 


they had more than was needfull to mannage the War, Wherefore a. 


wiſe man muſt not lookg vato the preſent time, but allo vnto the 
futyre, |

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fp And although the Cars haginiays were enuironed on all ſides with fo 
many miſeries, yet they fainted not : but gavethe conduRt ro Hans 
(forthat formerly they held he had ended the Warre neere vato Heca- 
rontophylon) ot thoſe Souldicrs they could leuie in this neceſſity of time. 
They allo armed the young men of the Towne, and cauſed their Hore 
ſes ro be practiſed : They repaired the remainder of their ſhips, and 
old Tricemes, and cauſed new to b= made, 
Ia the meane time Ma1ho ard: Sperdius, (ro whom three ſcore and 
A Fn thouland armed men of 4frica had ioyned,) after rhey had devided 
their Army intwo as wee hue {aid}, held B:ſarthe ind Hippona befie- 
ged, yct nct abandoned their Campe neere vato Tunes, By this meanes 
all £Africke was ſhut vp to:the Carthaginizns, You muſt vnderitand 
that Carthage is ſeated vpon a Promontory, which aduinceth intothe The fetus 
Ser, andisin formecofaa I{lwd , but that it ioynes vnto Affrickeby a © ©" 
little ſpace of land, In regard of the Citty, it iSenutro7&d of the one {1Je 
by the Sea, and on the other by Mariſhes. The breadth ofthe Coun- 
ticy whereby it is ioyned to Af7rzchke , 'containesnot aboue three miles , 
whercof the Towne of Biſarthe is nat far off from that ſiJe which looks 
rowards the Sea: And that Tues ioynes vpan the Mariſhes, The Ene- 
B mics hauing planted their Campes at Trres and B!ſarthe, tooke from 
the Cartharinians the reit of 4fricke,; and making courſes ſumetimes by 
Day, and {ſometimes by Night vatathe walles of the Citry, they gaue 
them great Allarums, and pur then in feare, | 

In the meanerime Hanne made preparation of all things neceſſ1- 

| ry forthe Warce. Hee wasa diligent mani,":and well praQtifed in 

| ſuch things ;alchough that ſoone after hee hadgone to field to finde the 
Enemy, he committed an at of little iudgement, in not diſcerning the 
times. You muſt vaderſtand rhat 2ſlvone as ho was ſent to ſuccour the 
belicged in Bifarthe , he forced the Enemies ac the firſt charge; b-ing 

C terrifizd with the multitude of Elephants : bur afterwards his conduct. 
wasſobad, as hee drew the beſieged ( for whoſe ſuccours hee was 

- come into great danger,and cxtreame miſery, For when be had brought 
great prouttion of all ſorts of Engins for battery, and had lodged his 
Campe neere vato the Towne. walles : hee fought with the Enemy, 
who could nat endurethe violence of the Elephants : Wherefore they 
abandoned the Campe, with great loſle of their men, and retired to a 
little Mountaine ſtrong of it felfe , and full of Groues. But Hanno 
who had not beene accuſtomed to make Warre but againſt the Numidz. 
ans, Who after they haue once taken a flight , doe {cldome ſtay vntill 

D the third day, had nocare to purſue them, ſuppating he had gatten an 
ab{oJute victory; but centred into Biſerthe, not thinking of any thing bur 
to makegood cheere, 

But the Enemies hauing made Warrein Sicily vader 1milcar;, and 
becne accuſtomed many times to fiyc beferethe Enemy , and ſuddain. 
ly to charge againe the ſame day, hauing newes of Hapno's retreate, . _.,

into Biſaribe, and that the Campeas Vitors was ſecure ; they af- Cartbagicians 
ſayled it by ſurprize , and flew part of them: tha reſt were forced to re- Cauyc. 
coucr the Towne, to their great ſhameand ignominy. All the cquipage 
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of Engins was taken without refiftance, Ir is tre, that this was net the 
onely misfortune which at that time did preiudicerhe Cartheginians by 
the folly of Hapwo, Fer ſemec: few dayes after, when as the Enemics 
camped neere vato Sore, and that an opportuvity was offered to de- 
fcate him caſily , hauing beene twice in quarrel}, and twice in battell 
one againſt another, as they arc accuftemed , hee loſt theſe two occa-» 
ſions by his folly and baſencfle. 09 | 

V herefore the Carthaginians confidering that Hare did not man- 
nage this War well , they by a generall conſent made Aw1i/car Capraine ** 
againe : re whom they gaue three ſcare and ten Elephants, and allthe A 
Souldiers and Fugitiues, with ſerage Horſe-men, and the young men of 
the Towne, ſaas hee had about ten thouſand Souldiers. But affoone as 
ke had marcht forth with' his Army , he preſently by his admirable 
vertus brake the hearts at his Enemies , and raiſed the ſiege of Brſaribe- 
and then he ſhewed himſclfe worthy of the glory which they had giuen 
him for his prowcſle in times paſt ; and that hee was worthy of the 
hope which all men conceiued of him. Behold whercinthey firſt diſco- 
ucred his difccetion and iudgement. 

The Cape whereen Carthage ſtands, is ioyned to Africke like vato 
a Crooked backe , and is very fteny , with Mountaines full of wood, B 
whereas the wayes arc very vneatſie and inacceſſible , they being meſt 
of them made by the hand of man. And theretere Matho had ſeized 


vpon all the little Hills that were vpon the way, and had planted 


goed Gatrrifons. Morcouer hee paſſed the River which they 
call Machera, the which bath high banks, and a very ſwift courſe, and 
cannot be paft but by a Pridgc, vpon the which Rands the Towne of Se- 


phyre , the which Marko did likewiſe hold. By this meanes the 


paflages of 4f/ricke were net onely ſhut vp from the Cartbaginien 
Army , butalſofrom aprivate perſon. The which Amilcar confi. 
dering , and trying all meanes to paſſe into Affricke , in the cad hee 
vicd this invention. Hee had obſerued that ſometimes the courſe of 
this River was ſo ftopt by the Winde, as the mouth of it onerflowed, 
and made ina manner a great poole, and at that time it had nogreat 
fall intothe Sca, Wherefore hee was of opinion, that at this ſcaſen 
they might paſie irnecre vnto the Sea, Hee kept this ſecret, and 
onely made neceſſary preparation for the Army to march. Hee carc- 
fully attended the epportunity of the time, and then appointed 
his Army to part ſecretly in the Night, and to paſſe the Riuer. 

Put atthe breake of day the Enemy and they that were in the 
Towne, were wonderfully amazed at this paſſage. In the meane 5 
time Am/cay march'd with bis Army directly to thoſe which held Se. 
phyra. When as Spendrius had the hews that Amilcars Campe had paſt, 
he preſently makes haſte with his forces ro ſuccour his men, Beholq how 
the two Campes ſuccoured one another, There were 10000, men in 
Sephyra, necre vnto the Bridge : and about. 15000. in Brſarthe. Theſe 
thinking they might eaſily * compaſſe in the Cartheginians, if they all 
marcht againſt them atone inſtant, , ſome in front, and theother at 
their backes, (uddainly they toeke courage, and marcht againſt 4mz/car 
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with all cheix Troopes;z who alwayes marcht h:uing the El phantsn 
the fore-ward, then the Horſe and the Sou'diers that were lightly ar- 
med, and vpon the Reare the Legionaries. Bur when hee faw the Ene. 
mics charge his men couragiouſly, he preſertly changed the order of his 
Army, ard turned it quite contrary : So as they which werein the tore- 
ward, returned backe , making ſhew of ſome flight , ard they which 
wereinthe Reare, taking another way , marcht directly to the tore- 
ward. The which the Lybiazs [ceing who aflailed the Carthagin1ans on 
either ſid? and thinking that che Enemies amazed at this Allarum, hid 
A ftzy, they began to purſue them without order, and cave ſudat..ly 
to fi-hr, But when as they ſaw the Horle-men approach , and the 0+ * 
ther Battalions to fall vpon them with grear fury , amoZzca at tilis new 5 a 
manncrof War,they wcre foone broker ; and inthe end fiping away, Ne 
jome were defeated by the Legionaries, who charged them vpon the 
flinks with great ſlaughter, others by the Elephants and Horfe.mca 
who entred after the Leztonaries, 
There were ſixe thouſand men ſliine, and about two thouſand ta- 
' ken ; the reſt ſaued themſclues by Alght, ſome in the Towne 0: Sephy- 
r4, the reſt retired roche Campe before Biſarthe. Afﬀeerthis good 
B foitune, 4m/car purſued thoſe which had gotten into Sephyra, the 
which he tooke at his commirg, for the Souldiers that were within 
it, fled preſently to 7 wnes : and from thence running oue1 tlie Pro- 
uince, he touke diuers Townes, whereof ſome were won by breach and 
. aſſault, By this meancs the Carthazinians, who before were deiected and 
without hope, tooke heart, and recouered their ancient courzge. 
Ar that time, Hatho held Hippone beſieged , and had peiſwaded 
Spendiu,and CAutarice, Captaine of the Gaules, to purſue the Enemy, 
and that flying the Plaines, by reaſon of the multitude of Elephants and 
Horſe-men, they ſhould keepe the foote of the Mountaines, and not to 
C goe farre from them ypon any occaſion rhat ſhould be offered, More- 
ouer he ſends often to the Num1id;ans and Lybians, ſoliciting and intrea- 
ting them to giue him ſuccours,and notto loſe ſo greatan opportunity to - 
reſtore Af7ick to liberty:Spenarus then hauing made choice of ſixe thou- 
ſand old Souldiers out of the Campe which was at T#»es , lodged con- 
tinually neerevnto the Enemy , keeping the foote of the Mountaines. 
Moreouer he had the Gaules with him, which were vnder the charge of 
Antarice,cothe number of about two thouſand men:for the reſt of their 
Troope which was in Sici/y , had retired tothe Romans during the 
ſicge of Erix. 
D Whileſ that 4m:/car ſtayed with his Army ina Plaine wholly in- 
uironed with Mountaines, there came great ſupplics of Vaumidians and Sls of 
Africans to Spendius, By this meanes the Carthazinian Army was mp 
beſieged with three Camps, The Africans werein front, the Namidi. dim. 
ans vpon their taile, and Spendivs onthe fide. Haxnibal was long in * 
ſuſpence what counlcll hee ſhould take, being thus beſer. There was 
at that rime among the Numziaians a certaine mancalled Narave, of .. 
a noble and auncientcxtraction, and of a Royall courage. Hee had ps 
alwaycs rene fquourable vnto the Carrbaginians, ketping his Fathers 
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aft:Rion,and who then had ſuccoured them, fer that #w31/car was cho- 
ſcntheir Captaine; Thinking new to haue found a good opportunity to 
purchaſe their friend(hip, he marched direRly to the Campe, accome 
panied with about an hundred Naumidians : being neere vnte it he makes 
a ftard , giving them a ſigne with his hand that he would parley. --

milcar wondringat his great boldnefſe, ſends an Horſe-man vnto him, 
t > whom he ſayd, that he was come to ſpeake with the Commaunder 
of the Army. Andas Amzlcar ſtood ftillin doubt, and could not he- 
lecue him , the Numidian leaucs his Horſe, his Lance, and his Com- 
pany , and goes direftly vnto him without any feare ior amazement. A 
The whole Army wondred, and were amazed at this N#midians great 
confidence, Finally, being called to parley , he told him that he had 
alwayes borne a great affection tothe Carthaginians, ard that he had 
long deſired the Friendihip of CAm{cary. Moreouer that he was come 
ro dochim fcruice, and to put himſelfe and bis cſtate faithfully into 
his hands vpon all occaſions. CAmilcar hearing this Speech, was ſo 
ioyfull, aſwcll for the bolgnefſe of this young Man, who had preſented 
himſelfe ſoconfidently vato him, as for the plainenefle of his Speech, 
that he not onely made him Companion of his fortunes, but proteſted 
and vowed vnto him to giue him his Daughter, in keeping his faithto B 
the Carthazinians. Afﬀter this diſcourſe Narave retircd to bis men, 
and within three dayes after returned to Amzilcar with two thouſand 
men which hc had vader his charge. : 

The Carthaginians being fortified with this troope, Amilcar durft 
fight with the Enemy. Spendius_likewile ſupplied with Numidians 
and 4ffricass , drawes his Army into the Plaine, and without any long 
ſtay comes tothe Combare, which was cruell. Finally, the Carhe- 
2iniansrclying inthe multitude of their Elephants , and likewiſe Ns- 
rave performing his duty well, they had the Victory : Autarice and 


1ine, and about foure thouſand taken. | 

After this battell Amz1cer freed thoſe that would follow the Warre 
vader him, and armed them with the Enemies ſpoyles, eclling thean 
that refuſed; that they ſhould no mere carry Armes againſt the Corthe. 
zZinians , and for all that which they had formerly done they were par- 
doned. Moreouer, that it was lawfull for them to retire into their 
Countrey, it they thought it good : but ifthey were found heareaftcer 
attempting any enterprize, their puniſhment was certaine. At the 
ſame time the mercenary ſtrangers which kept Sardinia , aſſailed all the 
Carthaginians that were there, after the example of Spenagus and 1a- D 


- 4c faine, tho, and hauing ſhut vp Captaine Boſfare with his Company into a 


Fort, they put him to death. Hamno was afterwards ſent with a new 
Army. againſt whom the Strangers cenfpired with the old Souldiers, 
and after they had committed great crueltics, they hanz'd him. Then 
" fearing to be puniſhed for ſo greata villany , they ſlew and ſtrang- 
led all the Garthazznians which inhabited Sardinia, and tooke 
all the Townes and Forts , enloying the Iland vntill ehet a {edition riſing 
betwixt them and the Sardinians, they chaſed therg away , and forced 


them 
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them to flye into Italy. By this meanes the Cartoagimians loſt Serd- 
nie, avery great I{land, well peopled , and abounding with all come

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modities : It will not be acedfull re rclate thoſe things which are appa. y;i.. 


rent by that which others haue written. 

HMatho, Spendius, and Antarice Chicfe of the Gaulez, fearing that 
this clemency of 4m1/car, in freoing the Priſegers with pardon, would 
geine the Lybians, and other Souldiers , they laboured to commit ſome 
villanous act, to eftrange the hearts of their men wholly from the Car- 
thagimars. And therefore they aſſembled them together, where ſoone 
after a Poſt comes with Letters, as it hee had bceac ſuddaialy arriued 
A from Serdinia; the tenor whereof was, that they ſhould keepe Goſcor 
and the other Priſoners carefully : and that there were ſome in the 
Campe,who to purchaſe grace and fanor with the Carthaginvians, would 
ſer them atliberty, Spexdius hauing found this eccaſion, fi:ſt aduiſed 
his Companionsthat they ſhould not regard the deliuery of the Prite. 
ners, nn the celour of 4milcars ceunterfeite clemency : For hee 
had not freed them for any defire hee had re ſaue them , but to the end 
that by this meanes hee might haue themall, 8nd afterwards puaiſh 
them in generall. Morcouer he gaue them ehaige to keepe Geſcon With 
his E ompany carefully, that they might not eſcapethrough negligence: 
B þutif they did otherwiſe, the Energies would make no great accompr 
ofthem, and withall they ſhould baue great inconucaicnces in their 
Warrc. 

But who will doubt that ſo excellenta Captaine , and of fo preat 
Expcricnce in the Warre, will nat ſuddaialy become their morrall Ene. 


my, when he ſhall be eſcaped by their negligence « Whileſt hce was Lewers from 
BG, 


rhus ſpeaking, behold another Mc flenger comes from Tunes, bringing 
L:trers of the ſame Tenoar, the which b:ing Rexq vato the Af. 
ſemily, Au#tarice Commaunder gf the Gawles ſtood vp, ſaying , that 
he ſaw no mcanes fer their ſafety , but by taking away all the hope they 
C have inthe Carthezinians, For as long as afly one hath reſpe&t vnto 
their clemency , he can neuer be a leyall Companion inthe War, And 
therefore we muſt belecue, heare, and conſent vato the 6pinion of thoſe, 
which ſhall giue aduice to do the worſt we can vato the Cartheginians, 
andto hold ſuch as ſhall ſay the contrary for enemies and Traytors, 
W hen he hd made an cnd of this Speech', hee aduiſed them to pur 
Geſcon and his company to ſome cruell death, with all the Car zhegin;. 
435 which had bin fince taken. 

This Autarice had great credite in their Aſſemblies, for that they 
all vaderftood him, ſpeaking the Punique Layguage , which at that 
D time was common emong the whole Army , by reaſon of the long 
War, wherein he had ſcrued vnder the Carthaginians ; and therefore 
his Aduice was eaſily allowed by the Army, ia regard of the faucur 
he had among the Souldicrs. And although many of —_ Nation, 
walking and conferring together , did net thinke it fit to vſc ſuch cruel- 
ty, eſpecially 2gaynſt Geſcow , who had dene them ſo much good, yet 
they heard nothing of that which they ſpake , for that they talked a- 
mong themſelues in their Languages. Bur when as they ſaw that they 
did get like of putting the — to Death, g {cedjtious M 5 
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who was by chance among them, cryed out with a loud voice, Cluarge: 
At which word they were preſently beaten downe with ſtones by the 
Multitude, ſoas their Kinſmen carried them away ſoone atfter,difinem- 
bred 2s it brute Beaſts had rorne them in pecces. 

This done,thcy take Geſcon , and the other Priſoners which were to 
the number of ſeucn hundred , and led them without rhe Rampiers, 
and there beginning with the head, whom a little before they had cho- 
ien among ail the Carthaginians , as the Man which had intreatcd # 
them beſt , they cur off all their hands, and Diſmcmbred them , and ; 
in b;caking their Legs, they caſt them thus liuing into a Ditch. The A 
Carthaginians aduciiltd of fo great a cruclty done vntotheir Citizens, 
knowneot What todo, but that which was in them , to be wonderful- 
ly ixcenſed,, and toJament for the grex ignominy of their Citty, and 
the miſery of their Cirizens, - Finally, they tent to Jmilcar and Hanro, 
which were tie otncr Commaundeis of the Army, in:reating them 
that ſo greata c:uelty done voto their Citiz. ns, ſhould ror rcmayne 
vnpunithed. 

Morccuer they ſcnt an Embaſſie to theſe encmies, to require the bodics 
to be interr d, Who not only refuſed them, but alſo forbad rhem not to | 
ſend hereafter any Treaters of Peace vnto them, nor Emb ft2s, and if B =_ 
they Cid it they mutt expect to indure the like paynes that Geſcox had 
ſult.cd: and moreouer they had concluded, thit as many Carthagint. 
ans as {eil into their hands, ſhould be cruelly ſlayne: And agfor their 
Allics they ſtonld lofe their hands ; the which afterward they did 


OA YE 
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may boldly ſay , that the Bodies of Men,and ſome of their VIcers, do 
not onely increale ſometimes , butalſotheir hearts much more. Be- 
iccue that cucnas VIcersare inflamed by Medicines, and are impaired 
if they be applyed ; and it they make no reckoning of taem, they di- 
late and extend themlelues of their nature, and neuer ceaſe vntill the 
Body be wholy corrupted and rotten , fo it many times fals out of the 
Viccs and corruptions of mans minde , ſoasthereis no Beaſt ſo cruel 
or ſauage as Man : To whom if thou doeft any grace or remiſſion of pu. 
niſhment , or ſome other good, hegrowes worſe, eſteeming all this 
but Deceite , and wilbe more difiruſtfull of his BenefaRtors: And if on 
the other ſide thouſeckeſt to refit him, there is nothing ſoynreaſons. 
ble, ſocruell, norſo wicked , but he willeafily vaderrake it,glorifying 
himſelte in his preſumption, vatill his proud Spirit hath paſt the bounds 
of Reaſon, Ot which things the beginning and the greateſt part, pro- 
ccedes from the lewd lite, and bad breeding of Youth. - Thera are 
other things which adde much vnto it, and namely the Couctoulnesand D 
creelty of the Captaynes, All which Vices were found at that time 
inthis Army , andelpecially 1n the Commaunders. 

In the meane time CAm4lcar bearing the enemies outrages impati- 
cntly , cauſed Hauyo, another Captayne Generall for the Carthagini- 
ans to come vntohim , imagining that when the whole Army were to- 
ecther, the Warre would be the more caitly ended. Finally, hecau- 
{ed the encmics which were then taken , or afterwards, to bee cruelly 
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ſlaine, or deueured by Beaſts, hoping thar the Warre would then 
haue an end., if he might put them all to Death. As the Carthagirt- 
ans ſeemed at that time to be in better hope, Fortune ſuddainly chan. 
ged , ſoas their Aﬀaires beganneto.jmpaire and grow worſe : For 2s 
foons as thele twe Captaines were ioyned together, they fell into ſuch 
diſſention , as they not oncly left purſuing the enemy , but gaue them 
grcat occaſions of their owne defeate, | SOUS 

For which cauſes the Carthaginians being mooued , they ſent word 


that one of them ſhould returne tothe Citty , and rhat hee which the 
A Souldiers leued beft, ſhould remayne in the Campe. They hed alfo a- 


nother inconuenience : For their great thippes wherewith they brovghr 
Corneand other neceffaries to rhe Campe, were ina manner all broken 
in a ſtorme. Moreaver S4rdinis, from whencethey were wont to dr.w 
orcat (uccours for the affaires of Warre , was loſt for them, as we haye 


iayd. Andto the end their miſeries ſhould be- full, the Townes of 


Hippona and Biſarthe , which alone among all.che people of Africk had 
kept their Faith inuiolable ro the Carshaginians, not only in this War, 
but in that of Agarhocles, and in the time of the Rowmanes; tcuolted 
then.nor onely 1gnominiouſly from the Africanes, but alſo ſhewed 


B them ſuddainly a wandertull Aﬀection and Loue : And to the Certhagt- 


niansan implacable hatred , caſting into the Ditches all the Carthazs- 
aians with their Captaines, which were tliere for their Guard, to the 
number of. five hundred, after they had cruelly fliyne themes And they 
deliuered the Towne, and would not render the Bodies to rae Citizens 
of Carthazeto interre them, 

By this meanes $exd:us and cAlathegrew more inſolent , aud layed 
ſiege befere Carthage. Amilcar at that time had Hannibal for a compa- 
men in his charge, whom the Carthaginians lent him; when as the 
Souldiers left anno, to Whom during the difſention of the Captaines, 


C the people. of Carthaze lefta power to retayne whom they pleaſed. £- 


milcar accompanicd by Hannibal and Naraxe , oucr-ran the whole Pro- 
vince, cutting off the Vidtuals from rheenemy ; wherein the Numid;. 
an Naraue did him great ſeruice. This was the eſtate of their Campes, 
The Carthaziniaus being thus oppreft by their enemies, were forced to 
crave {uccours from their Allies, to whom at that time Zieronof Sarg. 
2oſie ſent them great afliſtance, ſupplying them with wharſocuer they 
demaunded. For he was of opinion that the. preſeruation of the Cay« 
thaziniaus was neceſfary for him , as well for the fafety of his eſtate,as 
tO entertayne the friendfhip of the Rowanes ; tothe cnd that after the 


D ruinc of Carthage, they might eaſily do whatſocuer they pleaſed with- 


out contradiction. 
This was wiſcly conlidered of him : For in truth no Man muſt ſeeme 


carcleſſe of ſuch things , neyther muſt they ſuffer any one to grow to 
ſo great a power , as he ſhall have cauſecuer atrer' ro feare a manifeſt 
iniuſtice, The. Romans allo bound by the: Articles of the peace, did 
what they could poflibly to relicue them. Iris true, thatin the begin- 


_ ning, there was ſome diſlention for thecauſes which follow. When 


the Carthaginians were firit beſieged , they tooke about fiue hundred 
: Men, 
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Men , who ſayling from 1raly for gayne, were taken and put in priſon. 
The people of Rowe tooke this in ill part. But when as ſoone after they 
had ſcnt an Embaflicfor this cauſe , the Carthaginians freed them, and 
intreated them curteouſly, This was ſo plezſing vnto the Romanes, as 
preſently they delivered all the Priſoners , which they bad yer remay- 
ning fince the Warres ef S:c:ly, without Ranſome , ſuccouring them 
ſtill whenſoeuer they required it , and ſuffered their Merchants to carry 
them Corne , forbidding them to furniſh the encmics C:mpe with any 
Victuals, Moreouer at ſuch times 8s the 61d Suuldicrs of Serdixia Ic- 
wolred agaynſt the Caribag/nians , they would not give Augicnce to A 
their Embaſladours, who were ſent to deliver thera the Iſland. A while 
after they would not recejue the Biſa7thins, who would in like manner Ls 
bane giuen thewſcives vnto them : For that they would net inany ſort . 
intiiugeth2 Aiticles of the Pcace ; The Carthaginians thus relicucd by 
the lucccurs of theit Allies , ingured the fizge more eaſily. © + 

Maibs and Spendizz Were no lele beſicged than they did beſicge:For 
Amulcar had requced themro ſuch great want of all things,as they were 
inthe ed forced to raiſe the ſi:zge,” Soon aftcr they made choyle of 
theabicſt Men of all their bands, rothe number of fifty Thouſand ,and 
went preſently to fecke out 4m:ilcar. Moreeuer they kept not the plaincs, 
fearing the Elephants and the Horſe-men, whereof Narawe had the B 
Charge , but {t:ituing till co gaine the high and inacceflible places : du- 
ring the which , although they were as ſtrong and hardy as the Car. 
thaginians , yet they were often beaten, for har they vaderſtood not 
the practiſe ot Warre., Then they mighreafily iudge whar difference « 


ef a Multitude. He ſeparated ſome and inclofſed others by his induſtry, 
being forced by their priuatc neceſſity. Heaiſo deftcated many by Am- 
buſhes in full fight, Som: rimcs he terrified the enemies, falling vppon , 
them by ſurptize. All ſuch as were taken aliue , werecaftvnto the 
Beaſts. 

Finally,he lodged about bis cnemiesto their great diſaduantage, and 
to the benefit of the Caribaginians, drawing them into ſuch neceſſity, 
asthey neither durſt come to fight for feare of the' Elephants and Horſce * 
men , neyther could they ſafely flye, for that they were enuirened with 
Ditches and Palliſadocs. Finally, hunger did fo preflc them as they 
did cate one another. Behold the revenge which the goes tooke of 
them for the cruelties they had committed againſt their Friends. They 
came not to fight, both for that the Carthaginians were afſured of the 
ViRory , and their puniſhment was certayne, They made no mention 
of any treaty of peace , fer that they knew well there was no hdpe of D 
Mercy , hauing committed ſuch great cruelties. Finally they indured 
all miſeries, expecting daily ſuccours from Temes. But when they had 
cruelly eaten vp their Priſoners, and their Seruants , (a kind of liuing 
which they had long vied) and that no ſucceurs came from Twnes, they 
kriew not what to reſsluc, forthe extremity of the Famine , and the 
feare of puniſhment. Finally, Aurerice,Zarxe, and Spendrvs reſolued 
to parlcy with Amilcer. By this meanes they demaunded w_ - 
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ſend Embaffadeurs $ The which being granted, the Embaſſie comes, 
with whom Amilcar agrees, that it ſhould be lawfull for the Cartha. 
2i%ians, toCchuſe ren ſuch as they pleaſed our of their whole Army, 
and thar the reſt might retire in their ſhirts without any harme, The 
which When they had concluded , Amilcar told them, that according 
tothe agrcement he made choiſe of thoſe that werein his preſence. By 
this meancs Spendizs, Autarice, and the other heads of the Army were 
Geuercd VA him. 
When the Lyb1ans had newes of the taking of their Captaines, thin- 
A king that the Carr haginians had broken their Faith, for that they knew 
#8 notthe Articles ofthe peace, they tooke Armes,fortifying themſelucs 
ina Quarter of the Campe : To whom Am/lcar gaue bartell with the 
E'cyhants ard his whole Army , and flew them all, whereof thenum. 
ber was aboue forty thouſand men. This was neere vnto a place which =_ ol 
they Call Sexmz, for that it doth reſemble an inſtrument , which at this », 4,,1car. 
_day is called Se. Thisdene, the Carthaginians who betere ſeemed 
10have loſt all hope , began to aflure themſclves, and to recouer their 
courace and Spirits, In the meane time 4milcar with Hannibal and 
Naraue ouer-ranthe Country , andthe Townes of the Prouince,where 
B having reduced the greateſt part of Africke with the Townes, they 
voand lay fiegc to Tues, and befiege HMartho withall his Company . 
fZannibal lay on that fide which lookes to Carthage, and Amilcar was 
oppolire vnto him : Thither they brought Spend:#s and his Compani« 
L ons, who were hang'd ona Croſſe. 
Hatho (ceing that Hannibal made bis retreat but badly,and withour 
orgcr, did not rhinkec it fit to loſe this occaſion, Wherefore he pre- a'acfeat ot the 
lently gauc a charge, and flew part, the rcſt lying away., Finally hee corvagimans , 
. ſpoyPd the Campe and all the Baggage. Hannibal himſelfe was taken, Cm 
| whom preſently they crucified in the place of Spendiwe , after they had, _.. 
done him a thouſand indignities. Moreoler they flew thirty Gentle- £29 
men of Carthage , about the body of Spendivs moſt eruelly,by a power 
giuen them by Fortune for a muruall reuenge.. Amilcar was not ſoone 
enough aduertiſed of the enemies ſally , by reaſon of the giftance of 
the two Campes , neyther was itin his @wne power to relieue them , in 
regard of the difficulty of the places. Wherefore leauing Types, and 
lezdins his Army to the River of Machera, he lodged vpon the bankes 
at the mouth of it. 
The Carthazinians hauing newes of this defeate, began againe ro 
haue a bad conceite of their Warre :. But they preſently reſumed cou- 
D Tage , viing all poſſible diligence for the preſeruation of the Citty. 
They ſcnt an Embaſhe to CA m7 lcar of thirty Senators, with a leuy of 
young men vader the Commaund of rhat Hannes , whe formerly had 
beene the General). They giue theſe Senators charge, to deale ſo 
with the two Captaines:, as their priuate hatred might be ſmothered 
and ſuppreft , and that they ſhould force them to manage this Warre 
by their cemmen Counſell , in ying before ther the miſcrics of the 
time and the prefentneceſſity. Atrer that the Senators had drawne 
theſe two Captaines together,and vicd diuers ſpeeches vnto them,in _ 
[ en 
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cnd they perſwade them to pardon one another, and to obey the Car- 


of Amilcar an thggimians. By this meanes all the Aﬀaires were gouerned by a com- 


mon Councell, ſoas when as c3tatho was reduced to a ftreight, after 
many incounters, Ambuſhes, and purſuits which they had layd for him 


neere to the Towne of Lepts, and in other places, ia the end they ap- 


pointed a ſet day of battell with the enemy :to the which both Armies 
prepared with Reſolution, So they called their Allies, and drew men 
fromall parts, eyen vnfurnifhing their Townes of Garrifons, as if by 
this battcll they ſhould decide all their affaires. When as all things 


neceſſary forthe fight were ready oneyther ſide, they ioyned vpon the A 


day appointed. The batrell was crue}l, but in the end the Carthazi- 
zians had the Victory, The greateſt part of the enemies were {laine in 
fighting : The reſt which retired tothe next Towne, ycilded ſoone after 
to the Carthazinians, Inregard of Maths he was taken aliue. They ons» 
ly of B:ſartheand 7ippona finding themſelues guilty , and hauing no 
hope of pardon and Mercy, continued obſtinate in their Rebellion. - See 
how a rcaſonable contentment hath power in all things, and how much 
bertcritis, not toaffeRand ſceke a thing , which afterwards is intol- 
Icrable to another. 


Finally after that Amilcar and Hanno began to approach neere vnto g 
them, they had no more hope , but were forced to yeild ypon ſuch con-. 


ditions as pleaſed the Carihaginians, Thus ended the Warre of Africk, 
but ſo happily for the Carthaginians, as they not only recoucred £Af+ 


fricke , but puniſhed all the Heads of the Rebellion according to their 


merites. Thus tho and all the other Priſoners , were led in Try- 
umph through the Citty by the Yeuth of Carthage , and in the end pu- 
nifhed for their Villanies. This Warre centinued necre three yeares 
and foure moneths, the moſt cruell'aod inkumane that euer was heard 
ſpoken of. 

The Romanes at that time ſolicited by the Souldiers which were re- 
tired out of Sardiniavnte them , prepared to vadertake the Voyage. 
And when as the Carihazinians Were dilgontented , ſaying that the 
Iſtand belonged vntothem, and prepared an Army to ſend thither, 
the Romanes laying hold of this occaGen, ſignified Warre vnto them, 
complayning that this preparation of an Army was not ſo much for 
Sardiniaas againſt them. Bur the Carthaginians yeilding to the time, 
vnderſtanding well their owna weakneſle , to renew a Warre againſt 
the Romanes , indeanoured to auoide all occaſions, ſo as they letr the 
Iſland vata them. And moreouer they paicd vato the Romapes ſcauen 


hundred chouſand Croyynes tg rgdeeme the Watre, Thus matters paſt y 


at that time. k 
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E haverc'ated in the Firſt Booke, « what time 
the Rowanes began to inuade Forriine Nations, 
7] after they had pacified 1taly : And how they 
F! paſt into Szci/y, and the cauſes why they made 
\{ Warre againſt the Carthaginians: At what time 
a) allo they began firſt to put an Army to Sea and 
| Summarily all the Aﬀires which hapneg to the 
{ end of this Warre, tothe one or the orher. In 
©. the which finally the Carthbaginians abandoned 
Sicily, whercof the Romayes were ablolute Lords , except thoſe pla- 
ccs Which H:eren King of Saragofſe held. Wee haue ſubſequently fer 
downe, how after the Mutiny raiſed betwixt the C&#rhaginians and 
their Souldiers, the Warre was kindled, which they call Africaine 7 
And wht cxtremity and incredible cruelty was vicd, and wharthe ead 
was. Now we will indeauour to writein few Words the acciden:s 
B which hapaed fiace, touching cucry thing as we have propounded in 
the begianing., | 
After that the Carthaginiaus had reduced Affricke to their obedi- 
ence, they ſent _4milcar preſently into Spaine With an Aimy , who 
rting with all his Troupcs,and hauing his Sonne Haxnibal with him, 
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(pa 
== nine yeares of age) paſt bey ond the pillars of Hercules, and re- 


couered a great part of Spaine, Where ſtaying about nine yeares, CON- 


quering many Townes by force , and oth.rs by comp-firion , to ' 
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bauc their liucs and c00ds ſafe, hee dyed a Death wottay of his _ death of 
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actions. For when he had made Warte againſt couragious and power- 
full pcople, hedyed after hee had expcicd himlelte to all dangers, 
with great aſſurance, and the admization of all the World, Aﬀeer this 
the Carthaginians made 4ſdrubal kinſman to 4milcar, (who had com- 
maunded the Triremes) Generall of their Army : At which" time the 
Romanes poſled to Sclanonia , and tothat part of Exrope with an Army, 
They which deſire to vnderſtand truely our Diſcou:fc , with the begin- 
ring and inc:eale of the Remane power, muſt diligently obſcrue ir. 
This Voyage by Sca , was vndcrtaken for the caules which here 
follow. | 
Aro: Ringer, Agron King of Sclauonia, was the Sonne of Plurate, This King 
Sclazozia Arew to field more foote and Horſe , than any that had reigned before 
him in Sclanonia, Itistruc, thi he was corrupted with money, at the 
perſwaſton of Demetrius. Father to Philrp, To as he ſiccou'd the 
eHidioniems, whom the Eroliens hild belicged, * You, muſt vnder- 
ftand, that when the Ezolzens ſaw that they could not draw the CH1 dis 
0rens oliuc accoroing to their Lawes, tacy beganto mzke Warre a- 
eainſt them, laying fizge to divers places, ard doing what they poſſte 
bly could rotake the City. And as inthe meane time the day of the 
aſſembly was come, w hcrein they were tochuſe another Caprtaine of 
the Army, and that the b.ſi;ged were growne ſo weake,, as they ſce- 
med to haue no other thoughts bur of yeilding ; he which at that time 
was Generall , came vnto the Erolzens, and letthem vnderſtand that 
it was reaſonable , tht he who had indured fo great paines, and cx- 
poled himſelfe to ſo many dangers during the Warre , ſhould haue the 
booty and ſpoile of the encmics if they were vanquiſhed. There were 
many, euen of thaſe which had any colour to artaine vnto that charge, 
who diſconrented with this kind of demaund, intreated the multitude 
rot to d:termine any thing , but tv leaue the booty to him to whom 
Fortune ſhould giuve it. Fivally the ZtoZiens decreed that wholocuer 
ſhould winne the Towne, he ſhould ſhare a moiety of all che Booty, 
Riches, and Armes , with him wtio foxmerly had beene the Com- 
maunders | 
While matters ſtood on theſe termes, and that within three dayes 
after the Aſſembly was to meete (where according to the Cuſtome of 
the Eroliens, thelaſt Commaunder was to be Depoſed , and a new 
aceorsfrom C107ch) there arrived in the night aboura hundred ſhips necre to 27- 
<Cunczia ro Gi0nia, With ten thouſand men of Sclawania : Who after they had 
«ke 214ioz/as Tecouered the Port, and the day began tobreake, they landed in haſte 
and by ſtca!th, and tlien they marched in battell after their manner a- 
gainſt the Eroliens Army. And although the Erolrens being aduertiſed 
of their comming , were at the firſt amazed at thisnewes, and the 
boldnefle of the Sclanontans : Yet hauing great ſpirits and courage, rc- 
lying alſo in their Forces, they drew out before their Campe, the 
greateſt part of their Horſe and Armed men, and placed ypon fome 
paiſiges , which were not farre from the Camp, ſome Horſes and ſuch 
as were lightly Armed. The which were charg2d and broken by 
the Sclavonmans, as well by reaſon of the multitude of their 
Squldiers, 
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Souldiers, as for that the middeſt of their bartel! was ſtrongly fortitt- 
ed. Inregard of the Horſe: men, they were forced to five thamefully 
vato their Campe : From thence thorough the acuantage of the plece, Pn 
they marckt ſpeedily againſt thoſe which kept the Plaine , whom they ;;. apron cle 
chargcd and put preſently to flight. The Midronians fally terth, and the $:42102%778 
59 purſue them ; ſo as there wasa great {liughterof the #t0/cens, and ma- 
E _ _ - ny Prifeners, with the ſpoile of ail their baggage, hiuing found 89 
| .* reſiſtance. When as the Sc/anonians had pertormed their Kirgs 
Commaund, and ſhipt all their baggage and booty , they ſer fayle and 
A retire to their houſes. 
The Midionians alſo being thus preſerued contrary to their hope, 
they aſſembled, and hc}d a Councell among themſclues, as well for 0- 
ther affaires, as for the diuiſion of the booty taken from the Enemy, and 
of their Armes, to deuide them iri commen , by an example taken of 
him who had beene Chiefe of the Etolrens , and of rhoſe which accur- 
ding to the decree of the Etoliens,fhould ſucceed hima :as if Forrnne had 
done it williagly, to make rhe world kgow her force by the misto; tune 
of the others. Intruth, theſe ina ſhorttime mace their Enemies to 
cele the miſcries which they themſelues expected ſuddainly. The 
B Etoliens after this miſery ſerued ter an example to rhe world , not to 
hold future things as alrcady done, nor to put their hope in things which 
may ſuccecd otherwiſe : Agd that wee muſt alwayes referue ſome part 
1a thizgs which may happen contrary to our hope, as wellas in all other 
actions, (ſceing we are men) as in the affaires of VVarrs. 
When as the victorious ſhips were arrived, King 4z2r0s tranſported 
with incredible toy far the exploits of his men, hauing vanquithed the 
Z1oliens, relying much vpon their forces ; he gaue him{clte ſo toban- | 
queting inthe night, and toa fooliſh delight of drinking and watch- The"dcath: cf 
ing, ashee fell into a Pleuriſie, the which grew {o violeat, as hee King 4c. 
C died witkin few dayes afrer. After whoſe death his Wife Texca ,,_..._ 
rejgned , goucrning the Realine by the counſell and aduice of her _a— 
Friends, But afterwards ſhee followed ker womaniſh affeRions, - ha- 
uing ne care þur of this proſperity, nor any regard to forreigne affaires : 
ſuffcring all thelc that would goe to.Sct , to fpoileall paſſengers. Shee 
allo raiſed a great Army at Sea, letting the Capraines vaderſtang, 
thatrhe Countrey which was right againſt hers, was Enemy vnto 
her : Who atthe firſt aſſailedthe EZleres and HMeſſeniens, whom 
the Sc/avomans ſpoiled often. Bur for that there is a large Sea, and 
that the Townes of thoſe Regions were all vpon the firme Land; they 
could net cafily preucat the $c/auoniaps courſes : and* therefore they 
did tpoile and ruine the Countrey without any obſtacle, Andas at 
the ſame time they ſayled to Zpirus to fetch viftuals, they came to p;,,;worilen 
Fhenxice,, where there were about eight hundred Gav/cs, entertained by thc Sc/cuo- 
by the Epiretes to guard the Towne. Heere they Janded' and 
parled with them to deliverit, whereunto they yeelded :{o as they tooke 
it, and all that was withinit by the helpe of the Gazles, 
When the Epirotes had thenewes , they came preſenily.to ſticcour 
tic with all their people, and lodged vpenthe banks of a n2ere River, 
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Then they tooke away the planks of the Bridge, tobe free from the dan- 
ger of thoſe which kept the Towne. In the meanetime they were ad- 
ucrtiſed, that Scerd//arde came by Land with five thouſand men, by the 
Streights of CAntizonia. Wherefore they deuided their Army in two, 
whereof the one went to guard tae paſſages of Antigone, and the 0- 
ther remained inthe Campeidlely and negligently , conſuming what 
was in that Countrey without feare, and diſdaynirg ro keepeany watch 
or guard. The Sclanonians Within the Town aduertiſed of the ſepara- 
tion of the Army, and of the negligence of the Encmy , goe forth at 
mid-night, and lay planks vpon the Bridge : Ss crofling the River, A 
they gaine a place ſtrong by Nature, where they paſſe the remainCer of 
The Vitory *he Night without any noiſe. Atthe break of day either fide were in bat- 
of the 5{2u#4i» tC, and the fight began. The Sc/anontans got the Vidtory : fo as few 
ans againſt te Fpyyrores Eſcaped, the reſt being taken or flaine. 
«hy The Epirores {ceing themſelues involued with ſo many miſeries , and 
out of all hope , they ſent an Embaſſic to the Eroliens and 4cheins, 
Crauing Succours from them; who hauing compaſſion of their afflictions, 
& dcf1ring to relieue them,marchrt ro Helicrane: whither the Sclanonie 
ans ( who as we haue fayd had taken the Towne of Phenice, being ioy- 
ned to Scerdilarde) cameand lodged neere vnto them, defiring batrell, B 
But the difficulty of the places kept them afunder : togethcr with their 
Queenes letters , whocommrunded them tomake no longer ſtay , but 
to returne. for that ſome Townes of Sc/auonia had renolted to the Dare 
aaniens. Wherefore after they had ſpoiled the whole Prouince, they 
madea truce with the Epirotes: by the which they yeclded the Citt- 
zensand the City , but carried away all the ſlaues and pillage in their 
ſhips. Thus one part rctired by Sea, and the other by Land by che 
{trcights of Azt/20n7a, leauing a wonderfull feare in the Sea-townes of 
Greece. Without doubt when they conſidered, that fo ſtrong and 
powerfull a Towne of the Epiroreshad beene ſpoil'd, contrary toall ex. (> 
peQance , they were not onely in feare (as formerly ) forthe Coun- 
trey , bur alſo for themſclues and their Townes. 

After that the Epirotes had ended their Afﬀaires farre better than 
they expected , they were ſo farre frem taking revenge of 
the-wrongs Which they had receiucd , or to thanke thofe which had 
aſſiſted them , as they preſcatly ſent an Embaſſie to Queene Terca, 

\ revrehenſ. and madea league with the Arcanians and Sclavonians. Wherefore fol- 
oof the Ep lowing after that time the party of the 7/iriens , they became Enemies 
_—_ tothe Acheizs and Etoliens, Whereinthey were not only ingrate and 
vathanketull ro their BenefaQtors, bur allo they hadbrene very ill D 
counſelled from the beginning of their affaires. And where as many 
(like men)fal ſomtimes by the hazard of Fortune into great aduerfities 
and miſcrics , it happens not ſo much by their owne fault, as by that of 
Fortune, or by ſuch as arethe procurers : But when as men ſecke their 
misfortune by their owne indiſcrerion, their fault is cuident. And there. 
fore when we {ce ſome great diſaſter and aduerſity befall fome men by 
Fortune , we doc not onely pitty them , but relieve them to our pow. 
er; whereas weblame, condemae, and hate thoſs whom we know to 
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haue beene the caule of their owne misfortunes by indiſcretion apd ma- 
lice, The which the $rec/avs might at thar time do with reaſon vato 
the Eprrotes. 
Burt what man is ſoconfident , which hauing no feare of the common 
fame of the Gau/es inconſtancy , would haue dared tocommit ſo noble "HOO 
5 a Citty vnto their charge , who had ſo many reafons to doubt of their aig. heir, 
6 faith, being baniſhc out of their Countrey , for that they had falſified Countrey tor 
: their faith with their owne Nation : and who afterwards being re- -_—_— 
tired by the Carthaginians , at ſuch time as they had Watre with the ?” 
A Romans , and hearing a bruite of the reuolte of mercenary Souldiers 
| for pay which they had pretended was due vnrothem , began firſt ro 
ſpoile Agrages, whereof they had the Guard, being about a thouſand 
men. Af:crwards they were pur in Garriſon into Z#r#x by the Car- 
thazinians ;the which rhey would hue betrayed whileſt the Romans 
beliegedit. The which notabletocff;, they retired to the Romans, 
who recciued them : After which they ſpoyled the Temple of Yenme 
EV1CING, 7 
Whca asthe Romans ſaw the treachery and falſehood of theſe 
Barbarians, having concluded a peace with the Carthaginians, they 
B diſ-rmed them, and ſhipped them away,chfing them our of all 1:aly. 
Theſe are the men whom the Zpirortes made the Guardians of their 
Lawes and Ccmmon-wealth, to whom they intruſted ſo faire and 
rich a Ciry : Whowillnor thenblame them £ Who will not ſay but 
they haue beene the cauſe of their owne miſeries * Without doubt 
It isa great folly and indiſcretion to entertaine forces, eſpecially of bar 
barous men ; and to put them inte a Towne where they may bee 
the ſtronger , er mare in number than the Cittizens, But wee haue 
ſpoken ſufficiently of the Epreozes folly. | | 
The Sclanonians betore, and many rimes fpoiled ſuch as ſaild from 
Ttaly and Phenicia, \ecing thar of late daycs they inhabitcd there, 
- who ſeparating th-mſclues ſometimes from the army at Sea, ſpoiled 
many 1talias Merchants, or ſlew them. They had alſo carried a- 
way a good number of Priſoners. When this had beene oftea com- 
plained oftothe Senate, 'they made no accompr thereot 2 Yer in the 
evd they ſcnt into Sc/avowra, Cars and Luci Coroncrenu in Em- 
baſſie , when as the complaints of many came vato them concerning 
the outrages of the /firiaws, = 
VVhen the ſhips were returned from Pheniciain ſafety, Teuce -v1p,;.., 
( wondring at the beauty and greatneſle of the ſpoile) had a great are $cawn« 
D and longing defire tro make Ware againſt the Ereciews ; forin truth, -* 
ie was che nicheft Towne of all Epirus : But for that her- Countcey 
was then in .Combuſtion, ſhee could not attempt ir. Moreoucr, 
after (hee had pacificd Sc/evenia, and at ſuch time as ſhee held 1s 54. ris; 
beſieged, which had alwayes continued firme, the Rowaxs: Embaſe tmtafiic co 
fie arriucd , who having a day of audience appointed them. by. the Ten Queue 
Weene , they made knowne vato her the outrages: her . men had 
done them, The Qurene gaug eare varo them wich great pride and aro»

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After theyhad deliuered their chargeſhe made aniwerc,that ſhe would 
take order, that her Subic&s thould not make open War againſt them : 
but it was not the cuſtome of Kings to prohibite thei priuate ſubiects to 
make what profit they coald art Sea. Ar which words the yorgeft of the 
Embzſſ:dours made a bold and couragious anſwere, but in bad ſeaſon, 


A bold anfner And therefore ſay d he, Aadame, it 75 the cuſtome of the Romans to take 
of an Embaila» 4 publicke rewenge ſor prinate wrongs, and toreliene the af flitted : So 
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as if it pleaſe God, wee will take ſuch order, that hereafter you ſhall not be 

much tronbled 10 reforme this kinde of royall cuitomes. The Queene an 
oucr-weening woman, grew into ſuch a rage z: as: negl-Gingthe righr of A 
Nations, ſhee ſent men at the returne of the Embaſladours, to kill the 
youngeſt who had vied this Speech. 

The Romans being aduertiled of this great affront, prepared preſcnt- 

ly to Warre, leuied men, and made a good number of Veſſels : Final- 

ly , they prepared all things neceſſary rt» take reuengeot lo great a 
crime» Inthe meane time the Queene ſent in the Springa greater num- 
ber of ſhips itito Greece than formerly : whereof one part ſaild to Coy. 
fue, andthe other bent their courſe rothe Port of DaraFo. Where 
making a ſhew to refreſh themſclucs wich water and victuals, they re- 
ſslucd zo rake the Towne. They of D#raFo being confident, and fea- 
ring nothing , ſuffered them to enter without Armes, viider colour of 
water and victuals ; although their true intent was to take the Towne by 
Treaſon, But when they ſaw. themſclues within the Towne,-they 
tooke their Armes which they had hidden in their veſſels for water, and 
killing the Guards at the Gate , made themſelues Maiſters thereof. 
Thote in the ſhips being ready, entred inlike manner, and leized vpon a 
great part of the Walles : Andalthoug h-that they of the Towne were 
much amazed at this great and ſuddaine accident , yet they made along 
refiſtance ,, defending themſciues valiantly ; foas the Sclawonians were 
forced th retire. By this meancs it happened, that the DaraJins who 
were ih Jariger to loſe themſelues.and their: Citty by their negligence, 
after they had eſcaped the perill by thelr-vertue, did afterwards fertle

-"The 5272 onlan (rPeains weighed Anchor preſently,and put to Sea, 
ioyning Wirh thoſe, who, as wee haucfayd, went to Corfue, and made 
hafte ioyMtly to beſigge the Towne: , They of Corfur being thus ſud.

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But the 10;riaps interlaced themiclues with their Enemics , who were 

tied foure together , and enutroning them, they hindred them much : 

Then the Encmies Veſlels were mnch troubled, being peirced and grap- 

led withall, rheir Spurs being faſtned to the Sc/avonrens Veſſels : who 

enfred ther with fary, and vanquiſhed them ea fily by reafon of their 

mulcirude. By this meanes foure Quadriremes of the A4cheins were ta- _ | 

ken by the 7/irians , and one Quinquereme ſunke , and all that was in bw Mow 

it : In the which was <arcus Caryneus , a man of great eſteeme a» acaint the 
mong the Acheins , who had alwayes performed his duty well for the 45m, 

A Countrey. But when as they which fought againſt the Ararnagians, 
ſaw that the 1/irians had the Victory, they fled , relying much in the 
lightneſfe ef their Vellels : And faued themſelues from the Battel!, rc. 
tiring totheir houſes, The Sclansxians growing proud of this ViRory, 
befieged the Towne more boldly than they had done, They of Corfi;e 
having no more hope, afterthey had maintained the ſiege for a ſeaſon, 
in the end yeelded it to the 1//;7;4vs, recciuing their Garriſon , and 
Demetrius of Pharos their Captaine. Afﬀer which the 7/1;z;;x 
Cepraines returned t@ DuraF0,and beſieged it. 

In the meane time the Roman Confſuls, Caius Frlnizs with an Ar. 

RB my ar Sea of two hundred ſhips, and Canchis Poſthumas with the 
Army at Land, parted from AXome - So as Fulvins cameto Corſuc, 
thinking that the ſiege had continued ſtill, Bur when hee ſaw that hee 
came too late, for that the 1//ir;ays were withinirc , hee reſvlucd to 
paſſeon, as well to vnderſtand what had becne done, as to try what 
Opinion they had of Demerrins : And for that he had vnderſtoad that 
His Enemies had brought him in diſgrace with the Queene, and that hes 
feared her fury , he had ſent men to Rowe, to promile them the Towne, Corfu yee Hed 
and whatſoeuer he held. They at co» being joyfull at the Roways ens 
arriualt, delivered vnto them ( by the conſent 'of Demetrius) the 
Towne and the 111;7iap Garriſon, Finally, they put themſelues yader 

> their proteRtion , hoping that by this meanes they ſhould bee no morg 
| ſubic&ro the outrages of the 1//;rians. When the R977; had received 
them into league, they ſayled to Apolonie, whither Demetrius guidcd 

them. At the ſame time Ancus Poſtbumus cauſed his Land-army cg 

imbarke & Brandu7;um , being about twenty thouſand Foote, and 

two chouſand Horſe, all which mer at Apo/onie ; the which being 47oois yeo!- 

yeelded, they ſayled ro Dura, for that they had newcs the 1/. ©9965 os : 

lirians had beſieged it : who being adyertiſcd of the Romays comming, © 

they raiſed the ſiege for feare, add fled here and there. 

When the Rowan: had receiued' them of Durao into friend- 

ſhip , they ſayled on into Sc/avenia, taking many Townes in their 

way , and ſhut vp the Sard:evs. Inthe meane time there came an Em. 2athe=i« veel 

baſſie from Parthenratothe Rewans,, giving themſelucs and their Cit- £502 © 

ry vnto them. Whoa being receiuedwith the 4ntritaves , they tooke 

their way to 1fe,, hauing voderftood that the 1/{iriens held ir beficgeds - 

Where they entred after they had raifed the ſiege : Atrer which they 

tooke many Townes in Sclauonrs by force, wherein they loft not onely 

many Souldiers, but alſo ſome of their A the Queſtor neers 

on vato 


Corfu yeelded- 
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vato Nutris. They tooke twenty of the 1{irian ſhippes, vwhich ler. 
u-dthem to victuall their Campe. In regard of thoſe which were 
within Je, they were all deteated, and fled to Nerexte, except 
thoſe which were of Pharos, which were giuen to Demerrivzs. Queene 
T:uca with a ſmall company retired to RhyFox, a ſtrong Towne, and 
farre diſtant from the Sea, ſcared vpon the Bankes of the Riuer of 
RhyFor. ; 
When the Conſuls had put many Townes and great Sergwnries into 
the hands of Demetrius, they returned to DeraFs, with their Ar- 
mics both at Sea and Land, From thence Caius Fuluius returned ro A 
Rome with the greateſt part of both Armies. But PoShumns (tayed 
at Dara7o , whereas he riggd forty Veſſels, and after hee had leuied 
men in the neighbour Countries, he ſerled his Garrifons, hauing in 
his company the Ardzenſes, and all the reft char were allied to the Re- 
mans. When the Spring came, Tencaſent an Embaſlic to the Romans 
ro treate a peace, the which in the end ſhee obtained v thele con- 
ditions. That ſhee ſhould pay them a yeerely tribute, and that ſhee 
ſhou'd leaue all Sclavonia, except ſome petty places : Andas for that 
which concernes the Grecians, ſhee might not fayle beyond 1/e, bur 
onely with rwo ſhips without any furniture of Warre. During theſe B 
actions Poſthumus ſent an Embaſſie to che Cheins and Etolrens, to ad- 
uertiſe them of the cauſe of the Warre, and of the Romans voyage by 
Sez : And toletthem vadcriſtand what they had done, and to reade 
the conditious of the peace, Who after they had obeyed the Conſuls 
commaund, and had beene well receitied by theſe two people, they re- 
turned againeto Corfue;the Cittis of Greece being then freed ſrom feare 
by this accord made with the 1/5rians. For in thoſe times the.1{lir1ens 
did not affaule any onc in particular, but all the worldingenerall, Thele 
are the cauſes for the wiiich the Romans paſt firſt with an Armyinto 
Sclauonia, and into that Countrey of Exropr. Since they ſent an Embal. C 
fi-to Corinth , and tothe Arheniens, at{uch time as the Corinthians de. 
fired ro make the Romens partakersof the Warre, which they made a» 
gainſt them of the /ſimus. . 
At that time Aſdr#ba! ( for here wee formerly left our diſcourſe of 
the affaircs of Spaine ) had by his great vertues much increaſed the 
' Carthazinians Empire in Sparne, and built a Towne which ſome cal- 
led Carthagena, others Y:/anous, moſt commodious by reaſon of 
its ſcituation , as well for the affaires of Spaimeas of 4ffricke . Of whoſe 
ſcituation, and of the benefit it may bring tothe rwo Prouinces, we will 
ſpeake in another place when itſhalbe fitting, The Romans ſeeing the D 
Carthazinians forces growne thus powerfull in Spaine, did not hold 
it fitto let things paſieinchis manner : But acknowledging their negli- 
gence for that tormerly like menaſleepe, they hadby. their owne weak- 
neſſe ſuffered the Carthaginians name togrow great there, they rclol- 
ued to repaire this errour : Yet they durſt not begin a Warre , fearing a 
deſcent of the Gau/es, whoſe fury they apprehended miich. And 
therefore they reſolued to treate firſt with Aſ&r«uba/ rouching Spaive, + 
and then to afluile the Gav/es : And whatſocuer ſhould happen to 
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v: d<rgoethe dargcr, in bolding it ter cerraine, that ir was not pol. 
ſible tor thera, tobe Lords ef /:a/y , ner to keepe their owne Countrey 
arid houſes, vnlſle they had ſubdued the Gav/es, Thus they ſent 


an Embaiſſic inte Sparneto Aſarusbal, who cor.cluded a treaty of 


peace : By ths which among other things it was agreed , that the 
Carthaginians ſhould not pafle the River of Ebro withan Army, and 
that they might oucr runne the reſt of Spaine, Preſently after the 
concluſion ef this treaty , they prepared fer Warrce in 7t«ly againſt 
the Gauics : the which wee hue thought good to relate ſummarily, 
ro the end thatas wee haue propoſed the preparation for che other, 
Hiſtories may be more Maniteſt, Wee will looke backe vnte the 
rime when as the G ales ſeazed firſt vpon 1rely. For in my Opinion 
the Hiſtory will not onely be pleaſant, and worthy of memory , but 
moſt neceſſary to vnderftand with what people afr-rwards, and in what 
Countries Hannibe! truſting himſelfe, durſt aflaile the Komen Ema 
pire. And firſt wee will ſpeake of chcir Prouince, what ſcituation, 
and what proportion it hath to the reſt of 1:a/y. For by this meancs 
they may the better vaderſtand the things which concerne the know- 
ledge of the Hiſtory , in declaring firſt the property of places and 
Countries . | |

Wherefo:c Hiſltoriographers muſt not attribute rhe power of the 7yr- 
reins © the Region which they now inhabite. ' The Gawles frequenred 
much with taxm, by reaſon of. their neighbour-hood : who moued 
with the beaury and. fertility of the. Countrey , vpon a ſeaall occaſin 
made Warre againſt them, and hauing chaſed chem away , ſeried 
th-m(clues there. The Countrey betwixr the Poe and the Alpes, is 
C inhabited by the Layes , then by the YVerce/lazws, Necre vato whom

__ .- Behold the piincipall Nations of all rhe 'Gau/es which dwelt in1ts- 
ly, living in Villages without any tacloſure , baving no furniture . for Tag, Fexks 
th:ir houſes, but lay vpon the bare, - They liued of fleſhy: and mage living, © * 
no profc ſion but of Warre and Tillage , leading 4 fimple life withagr 
Arts or Sciences. | Their wealth wasja' Guld and .Cairell, for that 
they wereihingscaſtero tranſport where they. plevied; when acceſit;y 
picfled them. They did all ſtriue co purchaſe Friends, igr; they much 
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citeemed a man that was heroured by many. In the beginning they 
not onaly held this Cauntrey, but they alſa drew vnto them a great 
partof their Neighbeurs, being terrified with their fury. 1 
Seone after making Warre againſt the Romazes, they defeated them 
with their Allies, and put them fhamefully to flight. Within three 
dayesafter they rooke Kome except the Capitoll, and afterwards re- 
turned to their houſes, hauing concluded a Peice with them,and reſto- 
red their Citty : Fer that they were forced to returne, by reaſon of the 
inuaſſons which the Yenetiens made into their Eeuntry. From thence- 
feorth they began to make Warre amongft themſelues : For they which A 
dwelt at the Foote of the Meuntaines, ſeeing the others to increaſe 
daily in power , made Warre often againſt them; Inthe meane time, 
the Rowanes recouering their Forces , prevailed ouer the Latiys, 
Thirty yearcs after the taking of Rowe , the Gavles returned with a 
great Armyto 4164 : But for that the Rowanes were ſurprized , and 
had no leiſure to Leuy an Army, ner to require ſuccours trom their 
Allies, they made ne reſiſtance againſt them. And when as they re- 
turned twelueyeares after , the Remares being preſently aduertiſed of 
theireomming , and drawing tegether the ſaccours of their Allies, 
marcht with great courage to inceunter them with an Army, defiring g 
nothing mere than Battell, by the meanes whereof they ſhould ſoone 
decide who ſhould haue the Empire. The Gav/es amazed at their Re- 
ſolation , and withall there fallinga mutiny amengſt them, they made 
their Retreate little lefle than a flight, and ſo centiqued thirteene yeares 
without making Watre. | | 
Bur when they ſaw the K omweys power increaſe daily , they beganne 
to treate of Peace, . the which they ebraynee, and continued thirty 
yeares without Warre. The 7-«*/a/pins retiewed the Warre againft 
them. Wherefore fearing te be aſſailed on twe fides, they intreated 
them , that for aſmuch as they were of ene Nation they would not be 
theirenemies. Moreouer they ſefit them rich preſents, intreating 
them to turne the Warre agtinſt the-Xowars, and that they would aſſiſt 
them with all their meanes: - Whereunto being exfily perſwaded, they 


marcht all with one conſent againſt rhe Romans by Tuſcavy ( for a great 


nurober of the 7#/caxs held for them ) and having made & great ſpoile, 
they retired eur ef the Romare Prouinees te their owne Houſes withour 
loſſes. ' Where as there fell outa great debate vpea the deuifion of this 
great booty , ſo as they net onely loſt a great part ef their booty , but 
alſo the beſt part of their Empire : the which doth vſually happen to 
the Gavules, by reaſon of their gormendize and drunkenneſſe.

Some few days after they aſſailed them againe , and had a Bartel| ncere 
vnto the Country of the Sex3;yates , where rhey gaue them a great de- 
feate, and forced the reſt to recouertheir Houſes, | 
Ten yeares after they made a great aſſembly ef men of Warre , and 
deſcending into Tſcany they beſieged AreJo. The Romanes comming

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Battcll with the Conſull Zucias : In whoſe place they did chooſe cArar- 
c«: Curio , Who preſently ſent an Embaſlie into Gawler , to retire the pri- 
ſoners; whoat his comming was flaine by them , contrary to the -— 
Law of Nations. 

The Remanes incenſed at ſo wicked an AR, made a new Leuy of 
men , and reſolued to enter the Gavles Countrey, But they had not 
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done any great matter , when as the Sexegzallors went to INCOURKET une of whe 


7F them ; whom the Romares charged, and flew the greateſt part, and Senoglo- by 
thoſe few which remained were chaſed out of the Country. They re- — 
couzred the whole Country , and re-peopled the Towne againe,calling 
A it Senozaliia, aSit had beene formerly , when it was firſt inhabited by 
the Gaules, This Towne (as we haue ſayd) 15 ſcituated vpon the Ae The ſciruation 
ariaticke ſhore , where as the points of 7taly do end. When the Bolg- % 3294, 
nians ſaw the Senozallos chaſed by the Romanes from their Countrey, 
they rayſed an Army to make Warre againſt them , calling all the Tſ- 0. 
cans totheir ayde , fearing leaſt the Romapes fhould Coe the like vnto 
them. n 
Preſently after they fought, where moſt of the 7uſcans were {lzine, The 2-/oniar: 
and 2 few of the Bolonians laued themlſelues by flight. Yer they fain- 00 0705 
ted not for this defeate , but the ycarc following drew together allthe 7 
B Forces they could make, and all the Youth that could beare Armes,and 
marchrtagainſt the Romaxes , where they were defeated and {laine, fo 
as they were in a manner vtterly ruined. Wherefore their pride abated, 
they made an agreement withthem by Embaſſadours. Theſe things 
hapned, three yeares after the deſcent of Pyrrhws into 1taly , and five, . 
yearesatter the Gaules had beene defeated in De/phos. Bchold how Gautes in Del. 
in rhat time Fortune (as a mortall plague among the gaules ) perſecuted ys. 
them inall places. But the Romares made a double profit by the battels 
which we haue formerly related : For being accuſtomed co fight with 
the Garles , who had beene held very fierce and fearefull, they became 
C good Souldiers againſt Pyr7ws, Thus by little and little they abated 
the pride of the Gevles , ſo as afterwards they were much more affured, 
firſt to fight with Pyrrbs for 1taly , and afterwards againſt the Cartha- 
ginians for the Seucraignty of Sicily, 
The Gaules weakned by the meancs of the former Battels, liued in 
peace forty five yeares, without any breach of the accord made with 
the Romanes, But after that the old men, ( who had vndergone the 
dangers, and fclt ſo many loſſes) were dead , the Youth who were of 
a har{h and bad diſpofition, and had not felt the miſeries of former - 
times, grew inſolent, Theſe (as itis willingly the nature of men) began 
preſently to vndertake the Varre, and to bee enemies to the Romanes, 
whatſoeuer ſhould ſucceed , and moreouer to ſend to craue ſuccours 
from the Tra»ſa/pins. Iris true, that in the beginning the Princes did 
mannage the affaires without the conſent ofthe people: So as it hapned, 
that when as tho Tranſalpins were come tO Rewwert , the common peo. 
ple of Bolonia, being ignorant of this enterprize, and fearing this 
|  _ deſicent, mutined againſt their Commaungders , and put to death Eras 
and Gal/zs their Kings ; then they fought with the Traxſa/pins. The 
Romanes 
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Romanes likewiſe am ized at this deſcent of the Tranſalpins , drew their 
Men to field : but when they were aduertiſed of the other defcate of the 
Ganules, they retyrcd to their Houſes. 

Five yeares after, Harcirs Lepidaus being Conſull, Cairns Flaminine 
madea Law for the people, by the which that Region of Gaz/e, which 
they call the Marquiſate of Ancona, vato Rimeni , from whence the 
Senozallozs had beene chaſed , ſhould be dcuided amongſt the R omane 
Souldicrs, For which cauſe there ſuddainly grew anew Warre : For 


Warre berwixt moſt part of the Garzles, eſpecially the Bolonrians , who were neigh- 
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© bours vnto the Fowanes , Weremuch incenſed therevith, thinking that 


the Romanres did not fight for principallity or Glory, but for pillage and 
their ruine. Wherefore the £iBanners and Bolonians conſenting toge- 
ther, ſent ſuddainly to the;other Gavles,w hich dwell beyond the Moun- 
raines along the Riuer of Rhoxe, whom they call Geſſates , for that they 
fight for pay, (for ſo the word imports) offering to their Kings Congol;- 
tan and Aneroeffe a great ſumme of preſent money. They acquaint 
them with the great felicity of the Rowanes z and what a benefit it 
would be if they could yanquith them, 

By this meanes they mooue them to make War againſt rhe Romans ; 
the which was caſic to perſwade, conſidering the former Reaſon. They 


promiſe them alfo to make them Companions in this Warre, reducing B 


to their memory the prowefle of their Predeccſſors, who had not onl 
dcteared the Romanes in battell, but after the ViRory had taken the 


monerhs witt® @itry of Rome with wonderfull celerity : Where they had taken great

ſpoiles, and after they had beene maſters thereof ſeauen moneths,they 
reftored them the Empire willingly , and returned into their Countrey 
ſafe with all their booty; In propounding theſe things braucly vnto 
them , they incouraged theſe Kings and che Gavles, fo as there was 
n: uer deſcent made our'of that Country , of a greater Army, nor more 
valliant men, nor better furniſhed. | | 


as they preſently made a new Leuy of men, and began ro make proui- 
fionof V:ictualls, leading their Army ſometimes vnito their Frontiers, 
as 1f the Gaxl:s had heenethere preſent ; who notwithſtanding were noe 
yet come out of their Country. Theſe things were very beneficia)l to 
the Carthaginians, to augment their Empiie in Spaine, But the Fo- 
enancs conlidering that theſe affaires were more preſſing , for thar theſe 
people were too neere encmies, they were forced to lay aſide the af- 
faires of Sparne, vntill they hid pacified 1raly. And therefore in re. 
newing the accord with Aſdrubal, Licurenant Generall for the Car1he- xy 
ginians , they wholly attended che Warte againſt che Gav/es , Rtudying 
only how they might reſiſt their fury. 

When as the Geſſares had drawnea great number of men together 
neere vrto the Rhone, they paſſed the Mountaines, and entred the 
plaine neere vnto the Poe : Where as the other Gavles eight yeares after 
the yeilding of that Region, and in like manner the Hilawwor and 
Bolonians, ioyned preſently with a great multitude. Bur the Yener:ans 
and Cenomans pacitied by an Embaſlig from the Bowares , proneres

When the newes thereof came to Rome, the Citty was ſo amazed, C 
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their friend({hip before the Alliance of the Gavles. Wherefore the 
Kings for feare of them, lefta part of their Army in eM://anno;s to b 
guard the Countrey , and marcht with the reſt into 7ſcany , being a- \ 
bout fifty thouſand Foote, and rwenty thouſand Cars and Horſe-men, —_—_— 
When as the Rowars had nevwes that ghe Games had paft the Alpes, amy, 
they lent Lncius Emilius the Conſull with an Army to Reimer, rhat 
being there before the Enemy, hee ſhould ſtay their paſlage. They al- 
ſo cauſed one of the Pretors to march into. T»ſ/cazy , for the other 
Confull Caius Attrilins, hadin the beginning of his Con{ulſhip paſt in. 
A to Sardinia with an Army at Sea, 
The City of K9me was heauy, and much troubled , and did not 
attend this great attempt of the Gaules without great feare. They 
then remembred their former defeates, and feared this Nation, as 
the ruine of the City of Zowe. And therefore they had long betore 
Prepared a great Army : they dayly made nw lenies of men, and ,, 
they aduertiſed their Allies to bee ready and in Armes. Moreouer, «the $0mars, 
they enioyncd them te fend vato the Senate the Rolles of the Bands © 
of their Yeuth, ecfiring toknow the number of Souldiers of all 
tha 1alian Army, They likewiſe made proviſion of Corne and 
B Armes, and of all other things neceſſary, if greater abundance than 
they had dene in former times. | 
The other people of 1taly were no icfle diligent, they were fo 
much amazed at the deſcent of the G avles ; foas they did not thinke to 
[2 fight for the Rowans , nor for their Empire , but every man for his 
F ewne ſafety, for his City , and for his Countrey : Whersfore all the 
Ttalians did willingly obey the Romans in this Warre, I will here xj. popu. 
{ct downe the preparations the Romans made for Warre , and what on whichthe 
number of men they had in thoſe times, te the end you may plainzly $95 made 
ſee how great they were , and what forces they had when as Haunr. _—_—_ 
C bal preſumed toaſlaile them , and with what Troopes making Warre 
againſt the Romene power , hee broughtthe Citty into ſo great dan- 
; ger. Firſt, the Contuls weat to field with foure Rowane Legions, 
whercof cyther confiſted of five thouſand two hundred Foote, and 
two thouſand Herſe, They had moreouer by reaſon of this arming 
of the 6as/es, raiſed other Traopes. The Tuſcans and Sabins haq Thenumber | 
drawne together three ſcore and ten thouſand Foote, and about foure — © png 
thouſand Horſe. raiſed in 1r4ly, 
As ſoone as the newes came that the Gawles paſt the Alpes of By- 
lenia, theſe were {ent into Teſcany, vader the command of the Prauoſt 
D of the Citty, After theſe the Ymbriavs and Sarſenates inhabiting 
Maunt Appenin,were aſſembled to the number of twenty thouſand men. 
The YVenetians allo, and Cenomans Were about twenty thouſand, all 
whisgh were appointed to keepe the Appexin Hils, and to fall vpon the 
Bolenois when occaſion ſhould bee offered. Behald the Troopes which | 
af the firſtthey ſent againſt the Gav/es. There was moreoner another 
Army within &omze to guard the Citty , and to attend the pleature of 
the Senatc ypon all occaſions: whereot there were twenty thouſand foor, 
* Romans,and ftiftcene hundred Horſe,and oitheir Allies thirty thonſand 
Foote, 
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Foote, and two ihouſand Horſe, Moreouer they had the Roll of rhe 
Army of the Latins, which conſiſted ef foure ſtore thouſand Foote,and 
five thouſand Horſe : and ef the Samnites of three ſcore and ten thou- 
ſand men, and ſeucn thouſand Horſe, Of the+-Lapiges and Meſepiens 
fifty thouſand Foote, and ſixetgenc thouſand Horſe, of Marſes, Marruci- 
eas, Ferrentins ard Veſtins, twenry. thouſand Foote,and foure thouſand 
Horſe. Of the Lucains thirty thouſand Foote,and three thouſand Hotle. 
There were morcouer at that time two Legionsin Sicily, and about Ta- 
rentum forthe guard of the Countrey : whereof either was of foure

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thouſand two hundred Foote, and two hundred Horſe, Moreouer, the a 


multitude of the Romans and Campers, was abeut two hundred and 
fifty thouſand Foote, and three and twenty thouſand Horſe. By this 
meanes the number of the Troopes which were ſubie&t te the Senate 
and people of Rome, exceeded an hundred and fifty thouſand Foote,and 
about ſixEthouſfand Horſe, But the whole force of 1taly was gene- 
rally of feaucn hundred thouſand Foete , and three ſcore and tenna 
thouſand Horſe. Againſt the which Hane!/bel having but twenty 
thoufand men , durit enter into 7ea/y, But this fhall bee for ano- 
ther time. 


ruecyy rained The Gartes finally paſting the Appenizs Hils”, entred into Taſcary BR 


v1 l.e04/% without any refifance , putcing all to fireand ſword : Finally , they 


marcht ſpeedily to Rowe, Being come necre vntoa Towne Which they 
call Cluſe, within three dayes tourney of Reme , they had newes that. 
the Roman Army {( which as wee have ſayd, had beene ſent to guard 
Tuſeatty ) was drawne together,and followed them. Whercforc they 
preſcntly turned head fuiouſly ypen them, And when they werecome 
neerevato the otherat the Sun. ſetting, then rhey campt, Iceuing ſome 
little ſpace betwixt them. Night being come, the Gaules made fires 
intheir Campes after thcir vivall manner, and left their Horſe-men 
rhepslly of there , giuing them charge to pare at the breake of day , apd when they C 
1c 24% ſhould be diſcoteredby the Exemics te goe on their ceurſe. In tha 
A bk mcane time making ſhew of a flight , they part with all their Foote, 
and march dire&ly to Feſ#/a, of purpoſe to grawe on their Horſe-meo, 
and to breake the Enemy which followed them. 

The Romans ſecing the Gaules Horſe. men part atthe breake of day 
with great noiſe, thinkipg it was for feate', hafted after then igdiſcreet- 
ly , and drew ncere vatothem. Who being ioyned, the , combare in 

a Vi&ery of the beginniog Was furious, for that the Gaules did charge them on all 

the Genie! *- fides according ro their reſolution. Finally, the RKewmans loſt ſixe 
gant +" thouſand men, for that the Gawles were more in numberard of greater D 

k courage. All thereſtotthe Army fled, whereof a great part retired 

to a little Hill, ſtrong by ſcituetion and nature. The Garles began to 

beſiege them : But for that they were tired with watching the Night 

before, and with the toyle of the day , they returned to rake their re. 

tetion , leauinga ſtrength of Horſe-men to keepe the Hill, with a 

reſolutionto give an aſſault with all their forces, if they did nor yceld 

within three dayes. At that time Lncins Eem7linws the Conſull, 

who ( 55 wee have fayd ) was At Rimini with an Army, having 
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aduertiſment that the Garles had paſt Tuſcany , and M3rcnt to Rome 
with all their forces, he vſed all diligence ro come and ſuccour his 
companions. When he hadpaſt the -Lppenin Hill, and wes lodged 
neere ynto the Enemy , they which had retired to the Hill , knoviing 
the Conſuls comming , which they cafily diſcouered by the fires in 
the\Night, they preſently rooke courage, and ſent ſome of their men 
vnarmed ynto him by the Forreſt, to let him vaderſtand how thirgs 
had paſt. 
The Conſull ſecing that all delayes in fo great a danger of his com- 
A' panivns were preiudiciall, he gaue order to the Tribunes ot che Souldt- 
ers, to march at the breake of day with all the foote : And inthe meane 
time he takes his way towards the Hill with all the Horſc-men. The 
Commaunders of the Garles doubting of the Conſuls comming by the 
fires in the Night , afiembled to aduiſe what they had todoe, Then | 
King Azeroeſte was of opinion, that it was a folly toloſe time with the -_ — 
Enciny , and tobring their conqueſt in danger, before they had put fo Aoki 
great aſpoile in fafery (they had in truth an infinite number gf Priſo. 
ners, and abundance of all other things ) and therefore they muſt firſt 
rcturne into their Countrey, and there leaue all the baggage , and then 
g returne into 7:ady it they thinke it fit : to theend the Souldiers might The rerrears 
fight with their Enemics without any incumbrance- The gavles liked 9f&* Gomes. 
of this coupſell , and the next day drew forth their Enfignes before

When as Lucius Emilizs had retired thoſe which” hid fled tothe The purſuits 
Hill, he purſued the Gaw/es with his Army. ' Yet hedid not huld it * £9%*+ 
fic ro preſcot battell ro ſo great a multitude; but rather reſolued to atcend 


ſome opportunity , either of time 'or place, where hee might amaze 
the Enemy , or makethem abinddn the booty in ſome ſort. Ar the 


C ſame time Caius eHtrilins tbeother Confſull, who was lately arriuedat 

Fiſa from Sardinia , landed with his whole Army, and marched di- 
| reftly to Rome by the Sea-ſhore before the Gaules, They were not 

farre from Telamonaa Towne of Tuſcany , When as ſome of their ſcouts 

fell by ſurprize into the Romans hands , who'Uifcouercd vmo the Con- 
ſull tharthe Gawles were not farre off, and that Lucius Emilivs purſu- | 
ed them. Theſe chings being vaderſtood, \Carvs LAirilivs wore # Anilin, 
dering at this fortune, and hoping partly of the Viory, for that Fore
